EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1, 6, 13, 15-17, 22, 24-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the features and 
cooperative aspects of the actions using the features (now as recited in claims 1, 13) as discussed 
in the Interview Summary submitted with this notice of Allowance. 
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The prior art, Murayam, does not teach (nor render obvious in view of Berry) the binary 
linkage of instrumentation application, with the initialization object file, the helper object file, 
and the helper structure storing at least one associated action helper, as well as registration of an 
action helper with a associated hook instrumented in the kernel level code (e.g. registering helper 
action with a hook installed in the target kernel layer that communicates with the debugging 
layer), such that, the helper structure and the registered state of the stored helper actions support 
the instrumentation application while it is running, to associate an encountered kernel-inserted 
probe with the proper registered helper action, thereby enabling invoking the proper tracing 
action performed by the corresponding helper object code implementing this helper action.
